Wearing the Radio

1 Wear the neckband around the back of 
your head. 

2 Put your left ear between the earpad 
(marked © on the outside) and the 
neckband, and your right ear between 
the earpad (marked © on the outside) 
and the neckband. 

3 Adjust the angle of the neckband to fit 
the headphones on your ears. 



Playing the Radio 



Set POWER to ON. 

Set BAND to select FM or AM. 

For FM reception, normally set to DX. 

When the reception is very strong and 

causes noise, set to LOCAL. 

The neckband serves as an FM antenna. 

Turn TUNE to tune in a station. 

Adjust VOL (volume). 



To obtain powef ul bass sound 

Set POWER to MEGA BASS. 

The "MEGA BASS" system produces a poweful 
bass sound. 

When the sound becomes distorted, switch the 
POWER to ON.
